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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sudo et 

al. (US Patent 6,223,058) in view of the Motorola Timeport 270c wireless telephone user's 

manual (Copyright 2001 Motorola, Inc., herein "the 270c manual"). 

Claim 11 is limited to "a storage medium readable by machine tangibly 

embodying an operation content notifying program of instructions executable by the 
machine to perform a method." This claim is rejected for the same reasons set forth in 
the Non-Final Rejection filed 25 January 2006 as well as the reasons below. The 
applicant has currently amended this claim to recite, inter alia, "notifying of the operation 
content causing an output in accordance with a measured result by an alarm [[when]] if 
the operation content is set to a maximum or minimum at a predetermined time." The 
word "if implies causality whereas the word "when" may more broadly describe mere 
circumstance. However, it was shown in the previous rejection (filed 25 January 2006) 
that when an alarm is generated with either maximum and minimum settings, an alarm 
will be generated in accordance with the maximum and minimum settings. The 270c 
manual teaches setting volume to a maximum or minimum, and thus, teaches the 
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phrase "is set to" as recited. Therefore, Sudo in view of the 270c manual makes 
obvious all limitations of the claim. 

Claim 12 is limited to "a method of an operation content notifying" that recites 
essentially the same steps as claim 1 1 . Therefore, Sudo in view of the 270c manual 
makes obvious all limitations of the claim. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
2. Claims 3-9 and 1 3-1 5 are allowed. 

Claim 3 is limited to "an information processing terminal." The applicant has 

amended this claim to recite "when a rotational volume from said output unit is not set to 
a maximum or minimum at said predetermined, said operation content notifying unit 
does not notify the content of the operation result." The claim further recite 
"notifying... by an alarm that a rotational volume from said output unit is a maximum or 
minimum." Together, this means that an alarm is generated only when volume is set to 
a maximum or a minimum. This is in contrast to the 270c manual that generates an 
alarm based on any volume of the ringer between a minimum and maximum, inclusive. 
Thus, claim 3 is allowable over the cited prior art. 

Claims 4-9 and 13-15 are limited in part to "an information processing terminal 
according to claim 3," and thus, are allowable over the cited prior art for at least the 
same reasons.
